The present total annual output of crude oil is only about 
250,000 tons, due to the exhaustion of these old rields 

and the lack of new drillinrs. Part of the natural gas 
produced is supplied to consumers through a 600-mile net 

of pipe lines and part is topped in distillation stations 
before being supplied. Stations are located in CRABO’'ICA 
(2 50/Z 94), LIPIIKI (2 50/2 44), MOKRE (2 50/V 01), RO"IR 
(R 50/% 73), STRACHOCIN (2 50/V 03) and TURZEPOL (" 50/2 94). 
The present total annual production is about 16,000 tons of 
light gasoline.

Domestic production is 370,000 tons, ** so that about 
200,000 tons must be imnorted annually, “hich means that there 
continues to be a shortage of liquid fuel. Therefore, a 
number of previously oil-fueled plants had to he converted to 
producer gas.
